REPORT OF COMMISSIONER ROLLINS. 

Rollins, in his revenue report, calculates the 
revenue from that source for 1869 at one hun- 
dred and forty-five millions. The principa,

Thompeon, of Philadelphia. ¢ Of the balance, 
sixteen were negroes in the crew, and William 
Jobneon, deck sweeper. a

New Yors, Dec. 7.—Money is very easy at 
5 to 7 per cent. on call, and 7 to 9 on accept- 
ances, 

Stocks opened dull and heavy, although a 
strenuous effort was made to check the de- 
cline in New York Central, whose decline was 
adding to the demoralization of the market. 
The bulls asserted that the price was broken 
down in order to let in parties who are pre- 
pared to effeet the removal of restrictions 
upon the rate of fall and secure a large in- 
creare in its earnings. The bears declared 
that at no time has it been worth its present 
price. f 

There is considerable trepidation among 
holders of Northwestern. No _ injunction 
against a dividend on common stock has been 
served as yet, and to prevent one being ob- 
tained in the interest of the bears it is asserted, 
if the directors should be restrained from pay- 
ing the dividend, it would leave in their hands 
for general use in supporting their stocks 
about two millions of dollars. 

The whole stock market took an upward 
tone at the elose. There were reports of re- 
stored harmony between the conflicting inter- 
ests and that the leading cliques were buying. 
There are some indications of the truth of 
these statements in the action of the Courts. - 

There is a considerable movement to stimu- 
late border State stocks, and the statement is 
published that a bill has passed its second 
reading in the Tennessee Legislature, entitled 
‘* A bill to liquidate the State debt contracted 
in aid of railroad companies’’ in that State. 
It’ authorizes the different companies for 
whose aid the State issued bonds, to r2pay 
any amount of the principal of the same in 
the bonds of the State, and to issue and scl! 
for that purpose an equal amount of their 
own first mortgage bonds. It also gives to 
each road the privilege of consolidating 
with other roads for the purpose of more ef- 
ficiently carrying out the purposes of the bill. 
The debt of Tennessee, created in aid of rail- 
roads, amounts to about twenty-seven mil- 
lion dollars. Should the roads of the Siate 
avail themselves of this bill to the extent that 
it is now believed they will do, the bonded 
dcbt will be reduced to a comparatively small 
‘mount. ; 

Governments opene! eas er, mainly owing 
to the fact that the severe storm caused the 
al:nost total suspension of the demand over the 
counter, but with the improvement in other 
scurities the decline was mostly recovered at 
the close. 

Gold was unsett'ed. Many of the buyers o 
Friday and Saturday were sellers to-day be 
cause reports upon which they bought were 
not fully confirmed; but there were large buy- 
ers on general principles who believe that ex- 
citing events in Europe cannot be long de- 
layed; but it costs from 3 to 6 per cent. per 
annum to carry gold. 

Commodore Vanderbilt publishes a card, in 
which he states that he has had no dealings 
with the Eric company, and that the statement 
made in the newspapers that the Erie com- 
pany paid to him for stock in his hands last 
spring the sum of $3,500,000 and a bonus of 
$1,000,000 in order to stop the suits instituted 
by Messrs. Schell and others is altogether 
fa'se. He further statcs that the suits insti- 
tuted by Mesers. Schell and others he had 
nothing to do with, nor was in any way con- 
nered in their settlement. 

What purports to be a copy of the report of 
the Seeretary of the Treasury is published in 
the World tais morning. It: chief recom. 
mendation is the foNowinz: 

That in addition to enactments by which 
contracts for the payment of coin can be en- 
forced, it be declared that, after the Ist of Jan- 
nary, 1870, United States notes shall cease to 
be legal tender in payment of ili 
public debts subsequently contracted, and 
that after the Ist of January, 1871, they 
shall cease to be a legal-tender on any con- 
tract or for any purpose whatever, except the 
Government dues, for which they are now re- 
ceivable. The law should also authorize the 
conversion of these notes at the pleasure of 
the holders into bonds bearing such interest 
as may be authorized by Congress on the

TUNNELING DETROIT RIVER. 


Preliminary Surveys to Ascertain the 
Feasibility of the Project and the 
Best Location of the Tunnel—The 
Manner of Operating. , 

{From the Detroit Post, 4th.] 

A prominent citizen of Detroit, one well 
kuown for his business enterprise, erpecially 
in connection with railroads, is now causing 
to be made a thorough examiuation of the 
Detroit river for the purpose of ascertaining 
the feasibility of tunneling it. The project of 
a tunnel under the Detroit river hag been dis- 
cussed from time to time, but nothMg looking 
to a practical investigation of its feasibility 
has hitherto been attempted. If it is practica- 
bie to build a tunnel it will prove an impor- 
tant link in the great central railroad route’ be- 
tween the West and the East. It will enable 
this line more successfully than hitherto to 
compete with the trunk lines south of Lake 
Erie for the trade from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, to result from the completion of the 
trans-continental railroads. 

The work has been entrusted to Mr. E. 8. 
h, engineer of the Chicago lake 
tunnel, who is represented here by his brotier, 
Mr. J. 8, Chesbrough. Wednesday the 
engineers began the reconnoissance of the river, 
in Which Mr..Chesbrough is assisted by Mr. 
Ivers P. Morris, a well-known civil engineer 
in the employ of the Michigan Central Rail- 
road, who bave orders to render all the assist- 
ance in their power. ‘The engineers procured 
tracings of the lake survey chart of Detroit 
river, but a did not represent the nature of 
the river. 1erefore submarine divers have 
been brought from Chicago, and are deter- 
mining the character of the soit of the river- 
bottom in the following manner; 

Along the Canada shore a _ base line is care- 
fully measured, and at one end of it stands an 
observer with bis theodolite. From the other 
end of the line a boat starts, endeavoring to 
steeran undeviating course for the American 
shore. is boat contains the apparatus 
which furnishes air toa full armored subma- 
rine diver, who walks along the river bottom 
In the same line which the boat takes on the 
surface. When the party leaves the shore note 
is made of the character of the soil at the 
water’s edge, and as the diver walks along the 
bottom of the river, it is his duty te examine 
the nature of its material, and at every change 
in the same he signals the men in the boat, 
who raise him to the surface of the river. A 
note is made of the nature of the change, and 
the boat is stopped while a signal is hoisted, 
#0 that the observer on shore may determine 
its position. This process is slow, but will 

ve a perfect idea of the nature of the soil, 
and show whether it is such as to permit of 
being tunneled. 

It will be some time before this reconnois- 
ance is completed, and until then nothin 
can be known as tothe chances of succcss 0 
ev tunnel project, nor as to its probable loca- 
tion.

Mr. SHERMAN hoped that such an unusual 
courre as the reference of a Senator’s creden- 
tials to a committee would not be taken unless 
some good reason for it should be shown— 
some reason affecting the status of a State or 
of the Senator elect. No such reason appear- 
ed in the case. The extraordinary conduct of 
the white memhers of the Georgia Legislature 
was as strongly coudemned by the Senator 
elect from that State as by the Senator from 
Missouri, and he hoped when admitted to do 
something to correct that action; but, in the 
meantime, he claimed his seat as a Senator 
elected by a large majority of the whole legis- 
lature before the cxpulsion of the minority, 
and as a man who had been loyal all through 
the war, and who was now prepared to take 
the oath, and he should not be held respopsi- 
ble for the conduct of the majority of the legis- 
lature, which occurred after his election, and 
which he strongly condemned. 

Mr. DRAKE said of course he had no ob- 
jection to the gentleman whose credentials 
had been presented, but the question as to ad- 
mitting him involved a great question, whether 
the power of Congress over a reconstructed 
State ends the moment that the State is recog- 
nized by cither House, as restored to her 

sition in the Union. If that question were 

o be answered in the affirmative, then it 
would be in the power of any State, immedi- 
ately on being recognized, to undo everythin 
it had done under the reconstruction acts, call 
to restore the rebels to-power. It was in his 
judgment a question of continuing the power 
of Congress over the lately rebellious States, 
to secure the great results at which its legisla- 
tion bad hitherto aimed, and he would give 
ho vote which could by implication deny or 
dispute that power. . 

qn motion of Mr. Sherman, Mr. Hill’s cre- 
dé ntials were laid on the table for the present.

Bends .of Sheriffs—Sureties Released Unies 

Bond Corresponds with Record Approev- 
ing it. 

Fletc gee ) From the 
Leight, Barrett & Co. | 
OPINION DELIVERED BY CHIEF JUSTICE WILLIAMS, 
DECEMBER 5, 1868. 
Peterson having been elected sheriff of Marswall 
county, qualified and executed. the county levy 
and revenue bonds with appellants and Hiy as 
his sureties, and Intended to execute the general 
oticial bond with the same sureties, but by inad- 
vertance Ely did not sign this latter bond. The 
only county court order relating thereto ts as fol- 
lows: “This day came W. N. Peterson, who pro- 
duced a certificate purporting to be his election 
as sheriff of Maishall county, and was thereupon 
dulv sworn into office, and with R. Fletcber, P. 
Palmer, R..F, Stout, 8. W. Harrell, James Thomp- 
son, W. B. Ely, H. Johnson. and 8. Martin as his 
sureties, executed covenant as required by law.”’ 
He entered upon the discharge of his duties as 
sheriff, and had in his hands an execution in 
favor of Leight, Barrett & Co., and failed to re- 
turn it for thirty days after the return day there- 
of, and they brought this suit on his official bonds 
for damages. 

The sureties, among other pleas, pleaded non 
es’ factum and nul ttel record. 
The evidence shows that Ely went into court to 
sign levy and revenue bonds, and, no others be- 
hy presented, he left, — he had signed 
all bonds necessary to be executed by the

‘The sureties elaim that as Elv did not sign the 
wnd sued on, and ag there Is no County Court or- 
der approving this bond without Ely’s name, they 
are released. In the Circult Court Judgment was 
given against the sureties. ‘ 

Held— That the judgment was erroneous. 

The County Court, being a court of record, cate 
only speak by its record, especially in the absence 
of any issue, by the pleadings of mistake or frauc. 
The approval, therefore, by the County Court, 
of an ofAcer’s sureties must appear of record. 
However numerous and solvent the sureties 
proposed, this does not make the proposed bond 
official or obligetary until the court has passed 
its Judgment of eperer al; Indeed, until this it ts 
not defivered to the Commonwealth, nor can 3e. 
When the County Court, therefore, approves the 
proposed names and individuals as sureties tn a 
bond, and directs its clerk to prepare the beni, he 
has no authority to accept it uaftilall the named 
sureties sign it. No alteration can be made as to 
the names. The bond must be prepared and exe- 
cuted in copformity te the judgment of approval. 
Besides, each surety when he signs has the right 
to expect and rely on the officer to see that each 
approved party shall sign tt, and not te regard & 
as an exeeuted and delivered obligatien untill 30 
perfected.

His Opinion on Confederate Confisca- 
tions—Loyal Dividends Confiscated 
Under Confederate Authority must 
be Repaid—Confederacy not a De 
Facto Government. 

Heid in the Circuit Court of the United 
States forthe Distncf of Virginia; Catharine 
C. Leppel va. the Petersburg Railroad Com- 
pany—November, 1568, 

OPINION. 

This is a suit by the administrators of a 
stockholder of the Petersburg Railr Com- 
any, who was a citizen of Pennsylvania, and 
resided in the City of Philadelphia during the 
late rebellon, to compel that corporation, cr-- 
ated by the statutes of Virginia and North 
Carolina, and having its principal office at 
Petersburg, to account for dividends declared 
by the company during 1861 and subsequently, 
before the filing of the bill on the 22d of No- 
vember, 1866. According to the statement of 
the answer, admitted to be true by written 
stipulation of the counsel, Catharine C. Keppell, 

ore the rebellion, was the owner .of two 
hundred and three shares of the company’s 
stov.k, and subsequently, by further issues of 
stock, became entitled to one h and one 
additional shares, making a total of three hun- 
dred and fourshares. After the secession of Vir- 
ginia,and organization of the Southern Confed- 
eracy, the: cOmpany submitted, without opposi- 
tion, to the control of the Confederate govern- 
ment set up over North Carolina and that pert of 
Virginia in which the road lay, in hostile ex- 
clusion of the constitutional authority of the 
United States. Su uently, on the 30th of 
August, 1861, the Confederate Congress 
an act for the sequestration or 

roperty found within the rebel States be- 
to loyal citizens of the other States of 

Jnder this act, such 
by a district 
under the pretended au 
rate Government, and by a receiver 
by him, that ninety shares of Mrs. Keppell’s 
stock were sold to purchasers, and dividends 
were paid on the whole number of shares, 
partly to these purchasers and partly to the re- 
ceiver. These dividends amounted to one 
hundred aud nine per cent., and were paid at 
different times from July, 1861, to November, 
1 inclustve. After the overthrow of the 
Confederacy, the sales made by the receiver 
were treated as nullities by the railroad com- 
pen y. Scrip for the one hundred and one ad- 
itional shares was sent to the complainants, 
as administrators, and if dividends had been 
subsequently declared, payment would have 
been made to them on the whole three hun- 
dred and four shares. Ita rs from this 
statement that the compan teelf regarded the 
confiscation act as null and of no@ force so far 
as the sale the ninety shares 
was concerned. That sale was treated as a 
nullity and the title of the purchasers under it 
as worthless. But the company claims, first,

currency as was necessarily received, and no 
demand having been made except by the com- 
mencement of this suit after that currency had 
become wholly worthless, no decree can now 
be made against the company. The first of 
these propositions rests upon the premiscs 
that the Confederate organization was a gov- 
ernment de facto, and that acts in obedience to 
its authority must be presumed to have been 
done under the compulsion of superiar force 
by reason of which the actors are discharge 
from all ulterior responsibility. Of this it may 
be observed, in the first place, that the term 
de facto, as descriptive of a government, hag 
no tixed and definite sense. It is, perhaps, 
most correctly used as signifying a govern- 
ment completely, though only temporarily, es- 
tablished in place of the lawful or regular gov- 
ernment, occupying its capital and exercising 
its power. Examples of this kind of de facto 
governments are found in English history; 
some in the violent seizure and temporary 
possession of royal power, and one, so con- 
spicuous that the world can never lose the 
sense of it, in the establishment of the Com- 
monweéalth and the Protectorate in place of 
the movarchy. In this sense, certainly, the 
rebel government was never a de fucto govern- 
ment. It never held the national capital. It 
never asserted a authority to represent the 
nation. It was only what it professed to be— 
a revolutionary organization seeking to e:t.b- 
lish a confederacy of States disconnected from 
the United States and dependent wholly for 
success upon the success of the revolution. 
The term, however, is often used, and perh:p; 
more frequently, in a sense less precise, as sig- 
nifying any organized government established 
for the time overg considerable territory, in 
exclusion of the — government. A d 
Sacto government of this sort is not distinguish- 
able in principle from other unlawful combina- 
tions, It is distinguishable in fact mainly by 
power, and in torial control, and e 
policy usually adopted in relataon to it by the 
national government. Treason in England is 
nct committed st the lawful government 
by acts of hostility done in support of a de 
fecto government, strictly so-called. his is 
the rule estabiished by the statute, 11 Henry 
ViL, passed with reference to the frequent 
changes in the royal authority during the civil 
wars of York and Lancaster. And the reason 
of the rule doubtless extended to acts done 
uvder the Parliament and Protector, while in 
pogsession of the supreme authority in England, 
though the benetit of it was denied to many, 
and in a most conspicuous instance to Sir 
Henry Vane. And it may be well doubted 
whether in this country treason against the 
United States could be committed in obed'- 
ence to a usurping President and Congress,ex- 
ercising unconstitutional and unlawful power at 
the seat of the nations} government. But it 
cannot be maintained that acts against the 
king, committed in obedience to a usurper 
temporarily in possescion of a part of the 
kingdom, would not be treason in England; or 
that leyying war against the United States 
by persons, however combined and confeder- 
ated (even though suceessful in establishing 
their actual aythority in several States), would 
not be treason here. What cffect,then,is to be 
ixen to acta done under the authority of an 
insurgent body, actually organized as a gov- 
einment, and actually exercising the powers 
of agovernment, within a large extent of terri- 
tory, not merely in hostility to the regular and 
lawful government, but in complete exclusion 
of it from the whole territory subject to the 
insurgent control? It is not easy to give a 
ceneral answer to this question. On the one 
aa it is clear that none of its-acts in hostility 
o the regular government can be recognized 
as lawful; on the other, it is equaily clear that 
transctions between individuals, which would 
be legal and binding under ordinary circam- 
siances cannot be pronounced illegal and of no 
obligation, because done in conformity with 
laws enacted or directions given by the usurp- 
ing power. Between these extremes of lawful 
and unlawful, there is a large variety of trans- 
actions to which it is difficult to apply strictly 
any gencral rule; but it may be safely said that 
transactions of the ai authority, preju- 
dicial to the interests of citizens of other 
States excluded by the insurrection and by the 
policy of tbe national government from the 
care and oversight of their own interests with- 
in the States in rebellion, cannot be upheld in 
the courts of that government. In the case 
before us, for example, Mrs. Keppell was the 
undoubted owner of three hundred and four 
shares of the stock of the Petersburg Railroad 
Company, and was clearly entitled to her just | 
preportien of its earnings, Butshe was de- 
nounced as an alien enemy by the Confederate 
Government. She was excluded from all con- 
trol of her stock, and all receipt of dividends. 
And more than this, the stock was uestered, 
or rather confiscated, and partly sold, and the 
dividencs paid to the purchasers, and to a per- 
s0n called a receiver, appointed under the 
rebel authority. Can it be maintained that her 
right to the dividends upon her stock was de- 
feuted by these transactions? We think not, 
We cannot regard the Confederate Govern- 
ment as a de facto government im any such 
sense that its acta are entitled to judicial rec 9g- 
nition as valid. On the contrary, we are 
obliged to regard it as a combination or unlaw- 
ful confederacy organized for the overthrow of 
the national government, and its acts, for the 
contiscation or sequestration of the private prop- 
erty of the citizens of the United States, as nuil 
and of no effect. The appointment of the re- 
ceiver, the sale of the stock, the payment of 
the dividends, must all be regarded as part of 
the process of sequestration or confiscation, 
und all as equally void. But it is said, admit- 
ting the character of the Confederate Govern- 
ment, in view of the law, to be such as has 
been stated, that the cempany was compelled 
to pay the dividends to the parties who received 
them, and by this compulsory payment was 
discharged of responsibility to the lawful pro- 
prictor of the stock. This proposition asserts 
the exemption of the company from liability 
on the abet of vis major; that there can be 
no responsibility where the loss is occasioned 
by irresistible force. And it may be admiited 
thut if the dividends belonging to Mrs. Keppell 
hed been set apart to her specially, and the 
money thus set avart had been taken from the 
officers of the company without consent on 
their part, by the application of force, cither 
actual or menaced, under circumstances 
amounting to duress, the loss must have been 
borne by her. After such an appropriation of 
dividends, the company would have become, 
pcrhaps, the bailee of the stockholder for her 
proportion, and an exeuse which would availa 
carrier for hire for non-delivery, might excuse 
the Gompany fer non-payment. But we cam 
not agree that this rale is fairly applicable to 
this ease. It does not appear thai there was 
any setting apart of dividends, or that any 
foree was actually ased or threatened. On the 
contrary, the action of the company in em- 
levying their railread in the service of the Con- 
he lerate Government, and the absence of any 
protest on the part of any of its officers against 
tle unlawful payment of the dividends, affo 
a reasonable inference that they were involun- 
tary accessories to the whole action of that 
government. No reasonable applica- 
tion of the principle relied upon, there- 
fore,. will excuse the company from 
its liability to its stockholders. 
And publie policy clearly requires the protec- 
tion of stockholders in the loyal States from 
any application of this —_—— not clearly 
demanded by the law. rs. Keppell was de- 
rived of the immediate security, afforded to 
oe rights by the national government, by the 
It is the duty of that govern nent, 
since that rebellion is surpressed, to efford ber, 
as far as practicable, ultimate security.

THE NOMINATION FOR SOUTHWEST LANCA- 
SHIRE—MR. GLADSTONE’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Gladstone said he was much obliged to 
bis Bp for their gentlemanly courtesy, 
but be did not understand what excuse they 
could offer fer opposing him. He had been 
engaged fora quarter of a century in active 
eudeavors to set free the trade and commerce 
and industry of the country, and had always 
been opposed to Mr. Turner and Mr. Cross 
and their friends. He then repeated his char- 
ges against the extravagance of the present 
Government. The Reform Act was not yet so 
ood as it should be, and it must be amended. 

e next great question before them was that 
of religious liberty, in which the Libera) 
party nad already done much, and still de- 
sired to do more, to make Ireland as free as 
England and Scotland [cheers] by cre- 
ating a wnion not merely in the 
statute bcok, but in the hearts of the peo- 
le [Cheers.] They had to look at many 
rarches of the Irish qnestion. He 
then charged the present Government with 
trying the iy me Be scheme that had failed, 
and he now declared that they had no policy 
at all; we had no rantee what the Gov- 
ernment might do. He denied that the 
Liberal policy was adverse to Protestant- 
is». He thought that the Scotch were 
pretty good judges of Protcatantism, and 
were among the best Protestants in the coun- 
try, and what were the Scotch doing? Why, 
they were scattering the Government candi- 
dates right and left. ([Cheers.}] In Mid- 
Lothian, for generations a Tory seat, 
the eldest son of the Duke of Buccleuch, 
he had just heard, had been rejected by a 
large majority. The right honorable gentle- 
map said he had a right to speak with confi- 
dence of the Liberal policy, because the voice 
of the country in this election had been pro- 
nounced already. It was not possible now to 
reverse what they had already done. The 
Liberal majonty had been largely increased. 
He asked them, therefore, to vote for him not 
for his personal claims, but to confirm by their 
auffrages the recorded verdict of the nation. 
Mr. Gladstone spoke for forty minutes. He 
was constantly interrupted by the Tory 
roughs who were present. 

The show of hands was largely in favor of 
Mr. Gladstone. A dispute arose as to the sec- 
ond place, which the sheriff gave to Mr. Cross.

THE BUCKINGHAMSHIRE ELECTION—MR. DIS- 
RAELI'S SPEECH. 

The e’ection for Buckinghamshire took place 
on ihe 19th. As Mr. Disraeli has been known 
to take the constituency more freely into his 
contidenee than the House of Commons itself, 
the eagerness to secure places in the Aylesbury 
Court-house was such that tickets admis 
sion, it was stated, had been fully allecated 
long before the day of nomination arrived. In 
the last Parliament this county returned three 
Conservative members, viz: Mr. Disraeli, 
r. Du and Mr. R. B. Harvey. Fall- 
ing under the operation of the minority 
clause, which ““unicorn’’ counties. 
unlike the boroughs, have acquiesce 
in, with whatever reluctance, the junior Con- 
servative member, now Sir Robert teson 
Harvey, withdrew to make way for a suc- 
cessor of Liberal principles, Mr. N. Lambert. 
There was no opposition. Mr. Disraeli, who 
was received with long and prolonged cheer- 
ing, in returning thanks for his re-election, 
began by a reference to the reform bill. De- 
fending his conduct in that measure, he said: 
We have been eharged with opposing a mod- 
erate measure, and with ha carried a 
large measure of reform. But that is not a 
charge brought against us; I say that is our 
merit. [Cheers.}] We o a 8 meas- 
ure because, in our opinion, it would have 
afiorded no solution of the question, and be- 
cause we believed thatit should be settled 
upon lasting principles. [Cheers.] 

The right honorable gentleman then pro- 
ceeded to review what the Government had 
done; and said: There is another very t 
item of vital interest to Englishmen, and that 
is the relations between this country and the 
United States of America. [Loud cheers.] 
What was the state of the relations between 
this country and the United States of Ameri- 
ca when we acceded to office? Why, you ail 
know they were relations of great difficulty 
and t danger, and that it was impossible 
for the most sanguine to exam'ne them with- 
out apprehension. The questions, moreover, 
were those which interested t bodies of 
the people—not mere ints might arise 
out of some obscuré treaty, but question; con- 
cerning the operations arge bodi 
of Englishmen, and affect the 
tunes of the realm, and ence 
necessarily cccasion great public anxiety. 
What are our present relations with the United 
States of America? We know very well that 
there is every prospect—more than a prospect, 
I would say—of our coming to a settlement 
with the United States, a mest favorable and 
friendly settlement, not merely of the diffi- 
culties and dissens:ons which arose out of the 
reat civil war in tbat country, but of all 
ose difficulties and disagreements arising 
out of circumstances that occurred fifteen or 
twenty years ago. There is every prospect of 
our sweeping clean the whole of those long 
standing causes of national misconception, so 
thatthe reiations between this country and 
the United States will in future be not only 
those of perfect friend: h p and coufidence, but 
there will be no causes left from which dissen- 
sions hereafter need be looked for as likely 
among reasonable. men, to occur. [| Loud 
chec rs. ] 

Passing to the Irish question he said: We 
Were winding up Parliament in order, accord- 
ing to the act which had been passed, that 
there might be an appeal to the eountry, and 
that the new franchise might be exercised, and 
we were perfectly prepared to bow to what- 
ever the decision of the country might be, 
when, suddenly, the leader of the opposition 
proposedecertain resolutions of a very exten- 
sive character with regard to the church in 
Ireland, which can be only justified by their 
absolnte necessity; and the necessity for it, ac- 
cording to the statement of its supporters, is 
the condition of Treland. Contrastin4 the 
ecndition of Ircland 25 years ago, which he 
characterized as being as miserabie as that of 
iwillions of men herding together coald be, 
with the present condition, he asked, and what 
has happened in Ireland during the last quar- 
ier of a century? The people are now no 
longer in the condition in which they were; 
they have better ramment, better residences, 
aml they have much better food. [A voice— 
“Three cheers for the famine!”') Well, you : 
have given three cheers before is for things 
which have not done so much good to man as 
that famine. If that be the case, how can we 
hold with justice that this immense improre- 
ment in the cconomical condition of the coun- 
try justities violent political measures such as 
those brought forward toward the close of the 
session of an expiring Parament? [Cheers].

“JOSH BILLINGS.” 


A Cynical View of a Good-Natured 
Man. 
{To the Editor of the Courier-Journal. | 

Since the successful days of Doesticks it has 
been the ambition of a certain class of scrib- 
blers to achieve a cheap reputation by periozi- 
cal exhibitions in the newspapers of what they 
are pleased to term popular humor, but which 
is, in fact, nothing but a patchwork of over- 
strained wit and commonplace punning. Until 
recently this style has been exclusively con- 
fined tothe humorous columos of country 
newspapers, and the literary leaves of 
patent medicine almanacs. Lately, how. 
ever, these popular wits have aspired 
to a higher ficld, and have invaded the lecture- 
room, where they ean illustrate their vulyari- 
ty by buffoonery, and in their one act farces 
murder the King’s english at will. 

A striking example of the success of this 

new undertaking is afforded in the career 
opening to “Josh Billings,” who has just 
favored us with an intellectual treat under the 
auspices of our Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation. It would be hard to describe “Josh 
Billings’’’ style. He presented himself to his 
audience in a series of contortions, grimaces 
and spasmodic jerks of the head, 
which were very suggestive of the pranks of 
the ‘‘end man’’ at the negro minstrels. He 
speaks a vernacular that is strongly assimilated 
to the “you ’uns’’ and “we'’uns’’ of North 
Georgia. His voice has an apparcntly natural 
nasal twang, yet he invariably avoids the nagal 
sound of 'ng, and calls himself Josh Billin’s. 
This may be a part of his wit, but it is so in- 
variable, and slips out so glibly that it has all 
the appearance of having the origin to which 
may be‘traced the same peculiarity in illiterate 
persons of less fame. 
He disregards all rules of grammar, as if 
born with a natural antipathy tothem. This 
may be an affectation, and another feature of 
his wit, but certainly “‘them men,” ‘“‘set 
down,”’ “done it,’’ and ‘‘’taint no use,”’ do 
not seem to be necessary ingredients of hu- 
mor. 

The character of “Josh Billings’”’ wit is but 
a slight improvement on that of the bar-room 
order. He does not swear, but he drawsg, ap- 
plause from those who recognize profanity as 
wit bya “darn it.” He does not take the 
name of God in vain in the ordinary accepta- 
tion of that expression, but he does use 
it lightly and irreverently, and 
not in a manner calculated to impress 
the young Christians who invite him to lec- 
ture nor the young mien who are invited to 
hear him. His wit is always coarse, often 
indelicate, and sometimes absolutely vulgar. 
The matter of his lecture was non- 
sense. If his manuscript contained a 
single piece of valuable information, a single 
idea that was morally or intellectually calcu- 
lated to improve his hearers, they were buried 
in the trash covering the pages he was discreet 
enough to turn over without reading. 

As a general rule our Young Men's Christian 
Association has made judicious selections of 
lecturers for their winter courses. There are 
plenty of accomplished and entertaining lec- 
turers to be had, and it is to be hoped the As- 
sociation will not again make the mistake of 
presenting, under its auspices,a man whose 
manner and matter are so foreign to the pur- 
poses of the organization as are those of “the 
cele brated humorist, Josh Billings. ” Ww.

THE ADMINISTRATION. 

I have an impression that this Administra- 
tion, but stop! who constitute this Adminis- 
tration?

I have no time to undertake 
the difficult job, even ifI had the ability to 
work it out, which is doubtful, and therefore 
l will go on to say that this Administration 
will soon come to aclose. It is devoutly to 
be hoped that its successor will be more for- 
tunate in healing the wounds of a bleeding 
country. 

II. 
THE PRESIDENT ELECT. 

EF have an impression that the President 
elect is a modest, sehsible, patriotic man. 
While he is neither a Clay in counsel, nora 
Bonaparte in the field, he may make a good 
Chief Magistrate. It is said that he is an ex- 
cellent judge of men. If this be true, and I 
certainly cannot say it is not, he will be apt to 
steer clear of the blunders so often committed 
by his predecessor.. Johnson, ayainst the ad- 
vice of all his true friends, retained Stanton in 
the War Department for more than two years.

THE OFFICE-HOLDERS. 

I have an impression that a very keen ax 
should be laid at the neck of at least one-half 
of the office-holders in this city. They 
were drifted here during the war, 
and, unfortunately for the country, their no- 
tions of honesty are not at all conducive to 
fair dealing.

ABOUT THE THEATERS. 

I think that the omniverous mind is to be 
envied in a season like this, there is so much 
to stimulate appetite and such abundant sup. 
plies toanswer to the demand. Variety is not 
only the condiment but it is the food of met. 
tropolitan life just now. Your wish shall not 
be so ingenious but that you may find it antici- 


pated. 

Look at the theaters. There are eight now, 
embracing all the conceivable grades of the 
dramatic art, ranging from the highest to the« 
lowest, and presenting characteristic bills. 
Besides there are two houses devoted to opera 
bouffe, one circus, three minstrel halls, and 
one “palace of thaumatury.”’ Add to these 
the stray concerts, the periodical lectures in 
innumerable series, the “special occasions” 
and a ranees ‘for this night only,” and 
some idea may be formed of the wonderful 
field of amusement in which the metropolitan 
pleasure-seeker can stroll at will plucking 
whatever flowers most entice his fancy. 

New York, with its stable and floating pop- 
ulation, pays a quarter of a million dollars per 
month for amvsements. It will pay still more 
when the new  theaters—Booth’s and 
Brougham’s—shall be opened to the public. 
This sum is thrice the average amount which 
Boston or Philadelphia pays for similar ob- 
jects. If the population be taken at one mil- 
lion, it will be seen that one person ont of 
every four must pay a dollar per month 
throughout the season for these pleasant min- 
istrations.

THE INTENSE DRAMA. 


The class of dramatic representations which 
an audience embracing an element like this 
would naturally demand, is, of course, evi- 
dent. It is strong ambrosia which the gods of 
the pit drain at these their public revels. And 
their drazghts are long. It was often far aft-r 
midnight, when all other theaters had been 
close for hours, that these most 
insatiable of creatures still sat 
hungry over their feast of reason. You could 
absolutely see their eyes sparkle when the 
fifth combat of the evening commenced, and 
spurks were evolved in the “‘robber’s double 
crose-cut,”’ and the “‘two up and two down’’ 
sword exercise. 

The favorite dramas are those based updn 
the fictitious histories of the highwaymen. 
“Jack Sheppard,’’ with some favorite actress 
as Jack, or ‘Captain Hawk,” or “‘Ned Scar- 
let,’’ are always relied upon by the man:

ge, the highway and house-breaking reper- 
toire is at once po gw to for its attractions. 

And sg when ate drama fails to 
interest, here bubbles rennial stream of 
spiced enjoyment. Here the region where 
romance flies into the regions of excess, and 
sentiment untempered by the logic of material 
hfe, flings off her gyves " om exults in wild 
freecom. I do not suppose that the probabili- 
ties or the possibilities were ever consulted 
upon the Bowery stage. The limits which 
nature has 1m upon men, the boundaries 
which she has set to their powers of endurance 
and their strength, even the natural limita- 
tions resulting from time and space are 
heroically disregarded. Some Joshua always 
palsies the sun with his slow, unmoy ing finger, 
until the requirements of poetic justice are 
sati: fied and in the very face of natural laws, 
and in spite of the forces which act in virtue 
thereof. 

In fact, 1 regard the favorite hero of the 
Bowery drama as the lovable but impossible 
man who may have been, but who certainly is 
neverto come. He is one who loves fiercely 
rather in virtue of opposition than in spite of 
it. Heis ubiquitous at pleasure; ever the 
right man in the Ae nc place. He is tractile 
and retrectile, umstances require; opens 
and shuts like a telesco He possesses the 
usual ‘‘red right hand,” is successful in all 
his cncounters, and is usually hung at 
the conelusion of the fifth act. Such are the 
dramatic unities which form the axis upon 
which the Bowery dramatist seeks to erect his 
— ct dramatic sphere. Given the hero, and 

tis easy to fabricate his proper experience. 
His is the plastic power, he organizes circum- 
stances; they must conform to him, but never 
he to them. 

The Bowery demands that heroism shall be 
the characteristic of the hero, and beyond this 
he must be invincible. Achilles, with the 
mortal tenderness at his heel, would be no hero 
upon the stage of this “Qld Drury.” Hamlet 
would never meet the requirements because 
he permitted himself to be slain by Laertes, 
Positive genius never allows itself to perish 
by vulgar results, and such as argue awkward- 
ness or a lack of that cious strength 
which is assuredly capable of defending its 


possessor. 

I have had the favorite dramatist of the Old 
East-side Theater pointed out tome. He isa 
heavily-built young man, with a pleasant, 
attractive face, and a quiet, unobtrusive de- 
meanor which one would scarcely expec 
find in the gg caterer to the gods of the 
pit.

The smallness Of the compensationSwas a 
result of necessity, rather.than of managerial 
meanness, Such dramas seldonr run beyond 
a week; for oe and tiresome adherence 
to one 8 not a vice of East-side 
management. Sometime for weeks together 
there would be a fresh bill of two or three 
pieces for every night, and a double company 
was required for the purpose. 

PAUCITY OF DRAMATIC TALENT. 

Itis somewhat singular, and indeed an un- 
accountable fact, that New York has not, 
among its million of inhabitants, a single 
dramatist who is at all entitled to the name. 
Aceording tothe last census there were 505 
editors in the entire State, of whom, of 
coure, the great majority were resident in 
the metropo'i:. Beyond this number must 
be borne im mind, the hundreds of literary 
men and women who have a general con- 
nection with the press of this and other cities. 
Ard yet among them all, with a single excep- 
ticn, not one has been found canable of writ- 
ing a drama worthy of a place upon the pub- 
licher’ sehelf. That exception was Fitz-James 
O’Brien, the author of ‘A Gentleman from 
Ireland,’ a play which is produced at rare in- 
tervals, and may be considered as to an ex- 
tent ranking in the standard dramas. There 
have been numberless comedies and melo- 
dramas produced, most of them by “a gen- 
tleman of this city,’’ and which have run their 
few nights, and then have been shelved for- 
evi rom the view of an admiring author 
and an émbittered public; but, with the 
exci ption above noted, not one of them has 
the brief dav which was as- 
sured to it either by its few merits, or by 
the kindly partisanship of critics personally 
fricndly to the author. Lester Wallack bas

the personal vivacity of their author have been 
for the time., And yet these can 
recly be said to have risen to the dimity 
of worthy dramatic productions, ort» have 
stamped their author as other than a clever, 
vivacious man, with a certain geniality as 
cheracteristic of his intellectual habitudes as 
itis of his methods upon the stage. 

And as of the coming novel of American 
life, so of the coming comedy of American 
society.

speak highly of its execution.’’ But it never 
comes! Indeed, I fear that the dramas of 
our metropolitan dramatists are open to a 
same objection which Boucher preferred 
—— the speeches of his lady love: ‘What

“JOSH BILLINGS.” 
A Cynical View of a Good-Nature2 
Man. 


{To the Editor of the Courier-Journal. } 

Since the successful days of Doesticks it has 
been the ambition of a certain class of scrib- 
blers to achieve a cheap reputation by periodi- 
cal exhibitions in the newspapers of what they 
are pleased to term popular humor, but which 
is, in fact, nothing but a patchwork of over- 
strained wit and commonplace punning. Until 
recently this style has been exclusively con- 
fined to the humorous columos of country 
newspapers, and the literary leaves of 
patent medicine almanacs. Lately, how. 
ever, theee popular wits have aspired 
to a higher field, and have invaded the lecture- 
room, where they ‘an illustrate their vulyari- 
ty by bufloonery, and in their one act farces 
murder the King’s english at will. 

A striking example of the success of this 
new undertaking is afforded in the career 
opening to “Josh Billings,” who has just 
favored us with an intellectual treat under the 
auspices of our Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation. It would be hard to describe ‘Josh 
Billings’’’ style. He presented himself to his 
audience in a series of contortions, grimaces 
and spasmodic jerks of the head, 
which were very suggestive of the pranks of 
the ‘“‘end man’’ at the negro minstrels. He 
speaks a vernacular that is strongly assimilated 
to the “‘you’uns’’ and “we’uns’” of North 
Georgia. His voice has an apparently natural 
nasal twang, yet he invariably avoids the nasal 
sound of ‘ng, and calls himself Josh Billin’s. 
This may be a part of his wit, but it is so in- 
variable, and slips out so glibly that it has all 
the appearance of baving the origin to which 
may be%traced the same peculiarity in illiterate 
persons of less fame. 

He disregards all rules of grammar, as if 
born with a natural antipathy tothem. This 
may be an affectation, and another feature of 
his wit, but certainly “them men,” “set 
down,” “done it,” and ‘‘’taint no use,”’ do 
not seem to be necessary ingredients of hu- 
mor. 

The character of “Josh Billings’ ’’ wit is but 
a slight improvement on that of the bar-room 
order. He does not swear, but he draws, ap- 
plause from those who recognize profanity as 
wit by a ‘“‘darn it.” He does not take the 
name of God in vain in the ordinary accepta- 
tion of that expression, but he does use 
it lightly and irreverently, and 
not in a manner calculated to impress 
the young Christians who invite him to lec- 
ture nor the young nien who are invited to 
hear him. His wit is always coarsé, often 
indelicate, and sometimes absolutely vulgar. 
The matter of his lecture was  non- 
sense. If his manuscript contained a 
single piece of valuable information, a single 
idea that was morally or intellectually calcu- 
lated to improve his hearers, they were buried 
in the trash covering the pages he was discreet 
enough to turn over without reading. 

As a general rule our Young Men's Christian 
Association has made judicious selections of 
lecturers for their winter courses. There are 
plenty of accomplished and entertaining lec- 
turers to be had, and it is to be hoped the As- 
sociation will not again make the mistake of 
presenting, under its auspices,a man whose 
manner and matter are so foreign to the pur- 
poses of the organization as are those of “the 
celebrated humorist, Josh Billings.”’ Ww. 

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
Impressions of a High Private About 
Matters and Things.

THE ADMINISTRATION. 

I have an impression that this Administra- 
tion, but stop! who constitute this Adminis- 
tration? This is a question that but few out- 
siders can answer without putting on their 
studying-caps. I have no time to undertake 
the difficult job, even ifI had the ability to 
work it out, which is doubtful, and therefore 
l will go on to say that this Administration 
will soon come to aclose. It is devoutly to 
be hoped that its successor will be more for- 
tunate in healing the wounds of a bleeding 
country. 

II. 
THE PRESIDENT ELECT. 

I have an impression that the President 
elect is a modest, sehsible, patriotic man. 
While he is neither a Clay in counsel, nora 
Bonaparte in the field, he may make a good 
Chief Magistrate. It is said that he is an ex- 
cellent judge of men. If this be true, and I 
certainly cannot say it is not, he will be apt to 
steer clear of the blunders so often committed 
by his predecessor.

At last his eyes were opened, but in the at- 
tempt to getrid of Stanton, he like to have got 
himself out of the White House. We now 
see Stanton’s name figuring among the new 
Cabinet ministers. Surely this cannot be. 
Surely Grant is too shrewd for that. I think 
he is, and I think the sequal will show it. 
If the General is fortunate in 
the selection of his constitutional advisers, he 
may smoke his cigars in peace and happiness 
for four long years. The game is now in his 
own hands, and let us all pray that he will 
play it as becomes the head of a nation once 
free and happy. 


THE OFFICE-HOLDERS. 

I have an impression that a very keen ax 
should be laid at the neck of at least one-half 
of the office-holders in this city. They 
were drifted here during the war, 
and, unfortunately for the country, their no- 
tions of honesty are not at all conducive to 
fair dealing. Scarcely a day passes that they 
do not violate a little law of Congress which 
consigns to the penitentiary, on conviction, 
any office-holder who directly or indirectly 
tekes money for prosecuting a claim against 
the government. ‘This reminds me”’ (as Lin- 
coln used to say, by way of preamble to an an- 
ecdote), of a Washington official who was 
handed five hundred dollars for services ren- 
dered. Said he, “This aint right; I ought’nt 
to take this; the Government pays me; but 
when I think of my wife and children—,’’ and 
without finishing the sentence he pocketed the 
money. Our hero is not the only officeholder 
in Washington who is mindful of his wife and 
children, and many act in the same way who 
have neither wives nor children. The remark 
is often made that the late war has produced a 
general demoralization. While I cannot fully 
indorse this sentiment, I know that it applies 
in all its length and breadth to scores of men 
who can be found in all the governmental de- 
partments here. Gen. Grant can perform a 
good service to his country by cleaning them 
out, root and branch. 

There now, I feel better, having got off a few 
more of my impressions.

I think that the omniverous mind is to be 
envied in a season like this, there is so much 
to stimulate appetite and such abundant sup. 
plies toanswer to the demand. Variety is not 
only the condiment but it is the food of met. 
tropolitan life just now. Your wish shall not 
be so ingenious but that you may find it antici- 
pated. 

Look at the theaters. There are eight now, 
embracing all the conceivable grades of the 
dramatic art, ranging from the highest to the« 
lowest, and presenting characteristic bills. 
Besides there are two houses devoted to opera 
bouffe, one circus, three minstrel halls, and 
one “‘palace of thaumaturzy.’’ Add to these 


the stray concerts, the periodical lectures in 
re series, the “special occasions” 
i 6 ge ag tor this night only,” and 
road may be formed of the wonderful 
field of amusement in which the metropolitan 
pleasure-seeker can stroll at will plucking 
whatever flowers most entice his fancy. 

New York, with its stable and floating pop- 
ulation, pays a quarter of a million dollars per 
month for amusements. It will pay still “— 
when the new _ theate rs—Booth’s 
Brougham’s—shall be opened to the ng 
This sum is thrice the average amount which 
Boston or Philadelphia pays for similar ob- 
jects. If the poprilation be taken at one mil- 
lion, it will be seen that one person out of 
every four must pay a dollar per month 
throughout the season for these pleasant min- 
istrations.

Do you cling to the old-fashioned panto- 
mime, with chalk-faced Momus, and never-

Its tricks 
are mostly old; it relies for its success upon 
the well-tried expedients which have stood the 
repeated tests of time. The machinist has 
availed himself of scarcely one new device, and 
the planner. of magical incidents wn 
only on a well-stored memory for his effects. 
And yet Humpty Dumpty, with the old-fash- 
ioned vaca ge the old-fashioned grin, stumb- 
ling thro the same old nonsensical experi- 
ence whic was vouchsafed to the clowns of 
Fielding’s time, and Dibdin’s time, and Joe 
Grimal 's time, is actually the most popular 
individual upon "the stage. 

After all, one grows tired of the mawkish 
sentiment, "the stilted virtue, and the easy, 
good-for- -nothing vice which are the constita- 
ent parts of the dramas of the day.

TOE INTENSE DRAMA. 


The class of dramatic representations which 
an audience embracing an element like this 
would naturally demand, is, of course, evi- 
dent. It is strong ambrosia which the gods of 
the pit drain at these their public revels. And 
their draxghts are long. It was often far aft-r 
midnight, when all other theaters had been 
closed for hours, that these most 
insatiable of creatures still sat 
hungry over their feast of reason. You could 
+ eageaaane A see their eyes sparkle when the 
fifth combat of the evening commenced, and 
sparks were evolved ina the “‘robber’s double 
crose-cut,’’ and the “‘two up and two down’’ 
sword exercise. 

The favorite dramas are those based updn 
the fictitious histories of the highwaymen.

He is tractile 
and retractile, as umstances require; opens 
and shuts like a jelescop € possesses the 
usual “‘red right hand, ‘is successful in all 
his cpcounters, and is usually hung at 
the conclusion of the fifth act.

The Bowery demands that heroism shall be 
the characteristic of the hero, and beyond this 
he must be invincible.

I have ‘had the favorite dramatist of the Old 
East-side Theater pointed ont tome. He isa 
heavily-built young man, with a pleasant, 
attractive face, and a quiet, unobtrusive de- 
meanor which one would scarcely expect to 
find in the favored caterer to the yvods of the 
pit. Originally he was a gunsmith, and has 

d through all the es of dramatist, 
editor, stage manager, and news dealer. His 
principal forte lay in the dramatization of 
ttories from the favorite = of the day 
and the choice morceaur of “‘yellow-covered 
literature.’’ It may be interesting to know 
that for the usual four-act dramatic verson the. 
remuneration was from twenty to — dol- 
a and seldom if ever in excess of the latter 
figure. 

The smallness of the compensationSwas a 
result of panne rather.than of managerial 
meanness, Such dramas seldom run beyond 
a week; for ae and tiresome adherence 
to one 8 nota vice of East-side 
management. Sometime for weeks together 
there would be a fresh bill of two or three 
pieces for every night, and a double company 
was required for the purpose. 

PAUCITY OF DRAMATIC TALENT. 

It is somewhat singular, and indeed an un- 
accountable fact, that that New York has not, 
among its million of inhabitants, a single 
dramatist who is at all entitled to the name. 
Aceording to the last. census there were 505 
editors in the entire State, of whom, of 
coure, the great majority were resident in 
the metropo 'i:. Beyond this number must 
be borne in mind, the hundreds of literary 
men and women who have a general con- 
nection with the ;rees of this and other cities. 
And yct among them all, with a single excep- 
ticn, not one has been found cavable of writ- 
ing a drama worthy of a plaee upon the pub- 
lieher’s shelf. That exception was Fitz-James 
O’Brien, the author of ‘A Gentleman from 
Ireland,’’ a play which is produced at rare in- 
tervals, and may be considered as to an ex- 
tent ranking in the standard dramas, There 
have been numberless comedies and melo- 
dramas produced, most of them by “a gen- 
theman of this city,’’ and which have run their 
few nights, and then have been shelved for- 
ever from the view of an admiring author 
émbittered public; but, with the 
exccption above noted, not one of them has 
the brief day which was as- 
sured to it either by its few merits, or by 
the kindly partisanship of critics personally

THE STATES TO BE RAISED. 

It is the Intentiou of the mail company, we un- 
derstand, to put a bulkhead in the hull of the 
steamer United States, raise her and tow her to 
Madison or this city for reconstruction. The hull 
and machinery of the boat are said to be almost 
as serviceable as ever, she having sunk to her 
cabin floor and prevented the flames from dam- 
aging her works. As the America received no in- 
jury in the keel by the collision, she was lighten- 
ed by the consuming element, burned below the 
water-line, and made a total wreck.

NEW ALBANY PEOPLE LOST AND SAVED.J 

It is now almost certain that Mrs. Seabrook, the 
venerable consort of Daniel Seabrook, Esq., and 
for a half century a citizen of New Albany, was 

among the lost on the United States. Mrs. 8. had 
been on a visit to her daughter, Mrs. Marsh, at 
Cincinnati, and took passage on the United States 
Friday morning. 

The report in the Louisville morning papers 
that Mrs. Harriet Waring, of New Albany, and a 
young lady in her employ, were on the States and 
believed to be lost, is a mistake. Mrs. W. was 
not on the boat. 

Mrs. House (mother of Mr. Ed. McFall,) and her 
gon Alonzo, left Pittsburg at 3 o’clock Friday 
morning, and are believed to have been passen- 
gers on the States, as they have not been heard 
from. 

Mrs. Seabrook is believed to be the only person 
from New Albany who was lost. 

Captain John Scott and wife, who came down 

to Loufsville on the Gen.Lytle yesterdaymorning in 
search of Mrs. 8.’s cousin, Mrs. Nellie Jones, and 
her daughter, Miss Eva Jones, made the following 
statement to the New Albany Ledger reporter: 
Mr. Jones and her daughter were on their way 
from Waynesville, Ohio, to their home in Pensa- 
cola, Florida. They stopped at our house, and 
were to have gone South on the Robert Burns, 
but my cousin Joseph McOammant, pilot on the 
Nick Longworth, was going to Louisville that 
evening to take his boat, and they concluded to 
go under his charge. They went in charge of Mr. 
McCammant, and on the boat met several friends 
and made other acquaintances. Mrs 
Scott, on the trip down, found several 
persons on the General Lytle who were on 
the United States and engaged in the dance with 
Mias Jones that night. She reported the follow- 
ing fact learned from them tous: Shortly before 
the accident occurred Mr. McCammant had re- 
tired to his room, leaving the party dancing. He 
had just gothis boots and coat off when the col- 
lision occurred. Rushing out into the cabin the 
smoke from the flames preceded him, making its 
way aft. He made his way through it to the after 
guard, where he found Mrs. Jones and her daugh- 
ter, Miss Eva Jones. Placing a life preserver on 
Miss Eva Jones, he gave her a shutter and urged 
her to jump tInto the water. The flames were 
fast approaching them, but he remained, and 
used every exertion to induce Mrs. Nellie Jones 
to fump, but failed. She seemed perfectly 
paralyzed and could not be induced to move. By 
this time the flames were coming up from under 
the cabin guards, and he jumped into the river 
with ashutter. Mrs. Joneg undoubtedly was burn- 
ed on the guard. As soon as McCammant struck 
the water, he was seized with the cramp but 
managed to keep his head above water. He 
heard a voice say “is that you, Joe?’”’ and Uaptain 
Wade, who made the inquiry, came to his assis- 
tance, and placing him on a shutter he reached 
shore. Miss Eva Jones was heard to call for as- 
sistance while in the water, but was lasi seen 
clinging to the wheel of the America. Part of the 
body of a woman was found by Capt. Kirk of 
Madisen in the wheel of the America, which is 
probably thatof Miss Jones. She is described as 
being a most beautiful and accomplished young 
lady, and was beloved by every one who knew 
her. 

Mr. McCammant was taken to Cincinnati, and 
is at the residence of Capt. Scott. He was badly 
burned about the head, back, and shoulders. He 
thinks he was struck by a piece of timber from 
the 


At the wreck eight charred bodies had beep re- 
covered, and were onshore in charge of officers 
of the United States when the Lytle came down: 
These bodies were burned toa chocolate color; 


were a shapeless mass, and it was impossible to 
determine even sex. One ortwo had a few locks of 
hair left clinging to the skull, but Capt. Scott, who 
examined them, could not positively identify 
either gf bis relatives. He thinks, however, from 
a description of Jeweiry taken from the remains 
of one body, by the: coroner, that Mrs. Nellie 
Jones was among them. The following isa de- 
scription of the jewelry: pair of enameled brace- 
lets, narrow and round on the top, one plain gold 
ring, marked “Grace;’’ one cluster diamond ring 
(17 sets); one amber pearl ring (12 sets), and one 
oval set diamond ring. 

John Robinson, of New Albany, assistant 
barkeeper on the America, says that he had re- 
tired to his berth in one of the forward rooms in 
the second cabin, about twenty minutes before 
the accident. Being very tired he was soon 
asleep, and knew nothing of the accident until 
Kelly pulled him py the arm. The force of the 
collision was £0 that he was knocked out of 
bed, and struck the forward bulkhead with such 
force, that he sat on the floor motionless until 
Kelly pulled him up. Seeing the boat on fire, he 
seized his coat and pants off the hook and made 
his way down stairs amidships, and ran forward 
to get ashore as soon as the boat reached shore. 
Here he found the deck filled with people in all 
sorts of costumes. Some had rushed from their 
state-rooms with their clothes in their arms, 
others had on nothing but ‘their night-cowns, 
while several, who had not yet retired, were in 
full dress, with life preservers buckled on. He, 
together with a number of others, jumped on 
shore forward of the cook house.

Elijah Fort, porter on the United States, was one 
of the lost. He was on the General Lytle at the 
time of her explosion, two years and more ago. 
Immediately afterward he obtained a policy of 
£5,000, and the premium on this he has paid reg- 
ularly. 

Two men, whose names are unknown, perished 
on the America. 

George W. Fannestock wd daughter, aged 
eighteen, formerly of Pittsbcrg, but recently of 
Philadefphia, were lost on the United States. 
They were destined for the South on a recreative 
tour. 

John Mossett, aged twenty-eight, cousin of G. 
Mosset, of Robinson & Mosset, of Cincinnati, and 
son of Fred. Mossett, 
county, Ohio, was lost on the United States. -He 
was in company with J. Gomier, on a hunting 
expedition back of Shawneetown, Illinois. Go- 
mier escaped by Jumping to the America, while 
Mosset failed in the effort. He fell into the river 
and was drowned. 

John Fennell, of Covington, Ky., steward of the 
United States, while trying to jump from the roof 
sf the United States to that of the America, fell 
below, striking his head on the lower guard, and 
falling overboard, was drowned. 

The following persons were brought to the 
Cincinnati Hospital, from the steamer* Dumont: 

Wm. Masterson, on the United States, a lad 
sixteen years old, whowason his way from 
Warren, R. L., to Memphis. Tenn. He was 
injured by a burning timber falling on hix bead— 
not otherwise injured. 

J. H. Cunningham, from Allegheny City, on the 
America, on bis way from Loutsviile home, hands 
and feet bedly burned. 

J. B. Fisher, of Jamestown, N. Y.,& passenger 
on the United States, hands and face badly burned 
by the flames. Taken away from tbe hospital 
dahcraay by his friends. 

WHERE THE COLLISION OCCURRED. 

The accident happened near a place called 
Rahl’s Point. The channel is very devious at this 
point, and the place has become famous tn river 
navigation. It was within a hundred yards of 
the spot where the United States went down, that 
the Norman collided with the Lady Walton some 
timeago. It was near the same place, also, that 
the Telegraph ran into the Kentucky Home and 
sank her.

Napoleon Jenkins. pilot of the America, has been 
at the wheel for fifteen years. ptain Reemetin, 
of the States, has been piloting for twenty-five 
ge in the Louisville line. Both of these officers

In good wine, 
on the other hand, it may require a great effort to 
draw the cork; and when drawn there may be 
little or no froth, but the liquid will be seen to 
sparkle, full of those minute gems Of brightness 
tossed up and down by the Juggling spirit of the 
étherialelement. The explosive force and eff:r- 
yesence of poor champagne, great as they may 
be, soon vanish like those of soda water; but 
the sparkle of good wine will continue, even If 
uneorked for twenty-four hours. At the frst 
opening hardly one-third of the gas escapes. 

In judging of champagne the connoisseur re- 
lies mainly upon his senses of taste and smell. 
His sight, too, is brought into requisition, and if 
he sees that it fows out smoothly, but yet sparkles 
briskly in the glass, is transparent, glisteniag, 
and of a pale amber color, he at once is disposed 
to believe that he has a good and old wine before 
him. if it comes forth fizzing and foaming, and 
ig of a dullish white hue, he is almost ready to 
condemh it, on first appearance, as & meager 
youngling, which, however skillfully treated, and 
whatever may be its pretensions, will never be 
fit to be introdnced into the best company. F

It has been our own sad duty to chronicle 
the death of many loved and honored citizens of 
Louisville, and we have this morning to add to the 
melancholy list one of the most loved and honored 
citizens of Cincinnatl, Steele Bright. There ts no 
longer any hope that this estimable gentleman 
hes esczped. He left New York some days ago 
with his wife to pay a visit to his family at Madi- 
son, and had proceeded thence to Cincinnati on a 
iving business visit, from which he was returning 
when he lost his life. Though a citizen of Cin- 
cinnati, and a partner in the wel’-inown banking 
house of M. 8. Bright & Co., of that city, he has 
for some time resided in N>w York as the Eastern 
manager and agent of the firm. 

Michael Steele Bright was a son of the Hon. M. 
®. Bright and a nephew of the Hon. Jesse D- 
Bright, and was about thirty-eight years of age. 
He was indeed, as the Cincinnati Enquirer says, 
not only-a successful banker, but In all his social 
relations he won the affectionate regard of all 
who knew him,among whom we esteem it an 
honor to be placed. He was a kindly, genial, and 
good man. Such he was in life, and, though his 
passage from time to eternity was sudden and 
terrible, the memory of his good deeds and unos- 
tentatious benevolence will live long tn the minds 
of men.
